VEN Mr. Dillon, who put the 
query, was apparently staggered 
in the Dáil ‘yesterday by Mr. 
de Valera’s unusual directness, 
writes our Political Correspon- 
dent. The Taoiseach’s emphatic 
statement, “We are a republic,” 
was delivered in the presence 
of a well-filled House. 

The same question regarding 
Eire’s status had on many previous 
occasions been put to . de 
‘Valera, but the answer was invari- 
ably evasive. 

Recently Mr. Oliver Flanagan 
put the same guestion, and Mr. 
de Valera went to some trouble to 
explain. that Eire's relations with 
the British Commonwealth of 
Nations were set out in the Execu- 
tive Authorities (External“Relations) 


_Act, 1936, and in Article 29 of the 


Constitution. He added that both 
of these were public documents and 
could be read by anyone who 
desired to know position. He 
did not propose to paraphrase them 
or to give any definition of the 
relationship established, save that 
coritained in the words of the docu- 
ments themselves, and he did not 
think it necessary, nor did he think 
anything would be gained by 
attempting it. - Other replies to 
similar questions in the Dáil during
